JNK pathway comprising administering to a patient in need thereof an effective amount 
of a compound having the structure:

A-Ri is phenyl, optionally substituted with one to four substituents 
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independently selected from halogen, alkoxy, -NR8C(=0)R 9 , 

-C(=0)NRsR 9 , and -CKCHaJbNRsRg; 
R2 is 3-triazolyl or 5-tetrazolyl; 
b is 2 or 3; 

Rs and R9 are the same or different and at each occurrence independently 
hydrogen, alkyl, aryl, arylalkyl, heterocycle, or heterocyclealkyl, or 
Rs and Rg taken together with the atom or atoms to which they are 
bonded from a heterocycle, wherein each of Rs, Rg, and Rs and R 9 
taken together to form a heterocycle are optionally substituted with 
one to four substituents independently selected from R3; 

R3 is at each occurrence independently halogen, hydroxy, carboxy, alkyl, 
alkoxy, haloalkyl, acyloxy, thioalkyl, sulfinyl alkyl, sulfonylalkyl, 
hydroxyalkyl, aryl, substituted aryl, aryalkyl, substituted aryalkyl, 
heterocycle, substituted heterocycle, heterocyclealkyl, or 
substituted heterocyclealkyl." 



Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1 . The changes to radical R3 made by Examiner's amendment are editorial in 
nature. 
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2. To improve clarity of the claims the specific pathway has been included. 

3. The changes made by Examiner's amendment are not made to avoid any 
rejections based upon prior art. 

4. The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not 
teach, disclose nor make obvious the claimed method for inhibiting the JNK pathway 
comprising administering to a patient in need thereof an effective amount of a 
compound having the structure set forth in claim 78, wherein the administration treats 
cancer of the blood, brain, lung or prostate. 

5. The claimed method of inhibiting the JNK pathway thereby treating cancer of the 
blood, brain, lung or prostate by administration of the compound having structure set 
forth in claim 78 is novel because instant compounds to be utilized are claimed in 
Applicant's parent patent 6,897,231. (see the claims). 

6. ' Applicants overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph for 
lacking enablement, by Applicant's persuasive argument and submission of references 
showing the nexus between inhibition of the JNK pathway and the claimed specific 
cancer. 

7. Pursuant to MPEP 804, since the only remaining rejection is the obvious type 
double patenting (ODP) rejection, the instant ODP rejection is withdrawn over 
10/718,185.
